Division proposal for ASMFC compliance:

» Define non-directed, small-scale, and stationary multi-species
gear as part of “Incidental Catch Fishery”

* Non-directed: Anchored/stake gilinets, trawls, fyke nets,
floating fish traps.

« Small-scale: Cast nets, pots, hook and line, hand lines,
trammel nets, bait nets.

 Stationary multi-species: Anchored/stake gillnets, floating fish
traps, fyke nets.

 Allow 6,000 Ib/vessel/day possession limit for non-directed and
small scale gears upon fishery closure.

« Allow 12,000 Ib/vessel/day possession limit for stationary small-
scale gear when 2 licensed individuals are on the same vessel
and state quota has been reached.

« Modify starting possession limit under state quota from
unlimited to 120,000 lbs/vessel/day.

Commercial Menhaden

Division proposal for ASMFC compliance cont'd:

Add provision stating that only one landing per purse seine
operation or company per day is permitted.

Allow possession or taking of menhaden on any Saturday,
Sunday, official state holiday, or prior to sunrise or following
sunset, for non-directed gear or small-scale gear.
